ACCEPTS 


FIRST LIBERTY. AIRSHIP. 


Craft Now Being Delivered to the Navy 
for Service in U-Boat Hunt. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT 


America’s first fighting sea- 
plane equipped with Liberty 
motors has been tried and accepted, 
it was learned ‘tonight, and a num- 
ber of the craft are now being de- 
livered for the use of the naval air 
service. They are the advance guard 
of a big fleet which will be added 
to the forces engaged in submarine 
hunting in the war zone. 
A second type of fighting plane 
for the American army, known as 
the Bristol model, also has now 


reached the production stage and a 


considerable number will become 
available during the present month. 
Still another type, a two-seated ma- 
chine, is being manufactured. 
Construction details of these 
planes never have been published. 


It is known, however, that the sea- 
planes are substantially similar to 
the British flying boats and are 
equipped with two Liberty motors, 
which provide approximately 700 


hor ower to drive the ship. This 
is erstood to be much in excess 
of the power used in similar British 


craft, and their performance is ex- 
pected to be proportionately better. 
In this connection it was learned 
that engines of the Aircraft Board 
now have overcome the last minor 
defect of.the Liberty motors, having 
to do with the lubrication system. 
A number of motors taken haphaz- 
ard from the quantity production 
supply have been rated continu- 
ously for many h without any 


trouble developing. 


Officials in close touch with prog- 
ress being made on production of 
fighting planes in this country are 


still satisfied that the output will 


tax shipping facilities before July, 
when deli in quantities in 
France Deen scheduled.

There is now time for a very 
careful study of the various types 
of motors, both of American and 
foreign design, and a decision as to 
the machine to be made the stand- 
ard for 1919 will not be necessary 
before July. . 

More powerful motors will be 
needed for machines to carry such 
an armament as Gen. Pershing has 
proposed. In response to an inquiry 
some time ago as to the gun power 
of American fighting planes, Gen. 
Pershing recommended at least two 
heavy and two light machine guns, 
adding: 

“We should anticipate the use of 
three Vickers synchronized guns and 
three Lewis unsynchronized guns on 
every airplane.” 

To carry out such a programme 
larger planes would be necessary, 
and it is the judgment of officials 
here that fighting aircraft will in- 
crease constantly in size and arma- 


ing serious thought.

BRITISH DESTROYER | 
OVERPOWERS U-BOAT. 


GUNNERS HIT MARK AND BRING 
GERMANS TO DECK WITH 
HANDS UP.

LONDON, Feb. 23.—(By mail to 
New York.) The British destroyer 


Ariel recently overpowered and de- 


stroyed a German submarine and 
captured eight of the crew. The 


Ariel was on patrol duty when she U- 


got a report of a submarine in 
northern waters. 


Sighting the periscope of the sub- 
marine at a distance of nearly a 
mile the Ariel made for the enemy 
craft. firing as she approathed. The 
gunners made good practice and the 
periscope of the submarine was 
struck fairly. Going at full speed, 
the Ariel attempted to ram the 
German and passed right over her. 
The seubmarine was damaged and 
came to the surface. 

Faced with destruction the crew 
of the submarine attempted to use 
their gun on the destroyer. After 
two or three shots from the bow gun 
of the warship, however, the crew, 
of the U-boat began to appear on 
deck with their hands above their 
heads in token of surrender. Sev- 
eral boats were lowered and eight 
men of the submarine crew were 
rescued. 3 

Near Blacksod Bay, on the west- 
ern coast of Ireland, an armored pa- 
tro] steamer was victorious in a fight 
with a German submarine in British 
coastal waters. While the armed 
steamer was in Blacksod Bay word 
was brought that a German subma- 
rine was firing on a merchant ship 
just outside Achillhead.

Food Administration for California. 
The Food Administration at Wash- 
ington ruled today that the procla- 
mation applies the same Umitation 
to so-called temperance/ beers as to 
regular beers and ales.

Three Zeppelins took part in last 
night's raid on England. One of 
them dropped four bombs on Hull. 
The Germans have sustained such 
heavy losses in Zeppeling that they 
have employed them only at infre- 
quent intervals in the last year for 
raids on England, substituting air- 
Planes. The last previous Zeppelin 
raid on England was on October 19, 
1917, when thirty-four persons were 
killed and fifty-six wounded. On 
returning the Zeppelin fleet was put 
to rout by the French, five of the 
dirigibles being brought down.

Then 
fifteen years later he returned to New York 
to shake hands with the very bartender he 
served under—at the age of 40 a recognized 
genius of modern letters, proclaimed by 
his great contemporaries as the man of the 
hour, the man of the future. 

Yes, John Masefield is the wonder of 
modern literature Never for an instant 
has his genius been questioned. And 
throughout his works there is a strange un- 
canny combination of the virile, the gross, 
the brutal. His “The Everlasting Mercy” 
was aptly described by C. C. Parker as 
“raw meat.” Together with an odd perva- 
sion of gentleness, of tenderness, of faith, 
indeed, in “The Everlasting Mercy.” It is 
that. which makes his work so great, the 
recognition of the dual personality of the 
human character, the deep and abiding un- 
derstanding of the conflicting thoughts, 
emotions, desires and hopes of man. 

But John Masefield never smiles. A tre- 


mendous sadness, an abiding gentleness, a 


virile ferocity, yes; but humor, as it is un- 
derstood, never! Such humor as there is 
is always rather the everlasting nearness of 
absurdity in tragedy. His earlier works 
teem with that virile rawness, that frank 
brutality, as those lines from “The Ever. 
lasting Mercy” 

“From 81 to 

I lived in disbe of heav'n. 

I drunk, I fought, I poached, I whored, 

I did despite unto the Lord. 5

By many “The Tragedy of Nan” is re-

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Starting in their first crude beginnings as 
little else than a sublimated “peep show,” 
the pictures are now attracting the best 
brains of the world. The finest actors, 


many of the best writers, chemists, inven- 


tors and artists with both camera and 
brush have heard the call. ! : 
It goes without saying that, under the 
pressure of so great an impetus, the forward 
strides will be, as they have been, tre- 


On Tuesday night, D. W. Grimtn presented 
“The Hearts of the World” here for the first 


time. And the world is already eagerly in- 
quiring, “What new thing has it brought to 


this, the baby of the arts?“ 
“Hearts of the World” was filmed under 

extraordinary circumstances. By the favor 

of the British Foreign Office, Mr. Griffith was 


permitted to take many of the scenes of the 


drama in the front line trenches where his 
properties were Frerich and British cannon 
actually hurling shell into the German lines. 

The music that inspired his actors was the 
shriek of shrapnel on a mission of death. 
The villains of the piece were not supers 


arrayed in the prop costumes; they were 


real German soldiers with the fear of death 
in their hearts and the sound of death in 
their ears. 4 

Before the outbreak of the war, motion- 
picture directors were often heard to sigh 
that motion cameras had not beefi invented 
at the time of the.great wars of the past. 
Yet, in the light of this great Griffith pic- 
ture, we come to the realization that the 
camera is to bring the death of the great 
spectacle. Moving pictures are so common 
in their profusion of wonderment that the 
thrill has oozed away. The grandeur of 
war is an old story to every child. 


‘Phe Griffith picture is a great drama, as 


we now discover, not because it was made 
under fire at the war front, but because it 


‘is a wonderfully sweet, human, appealing 


love stéry. And with this realization, the 
artist steps up to the place he should have 
had this long while, and the mechanic 
steps down. 

The mechanical difficulties of motion- 
pictures have been solved; the artistic 
famine is next to be relieved. “Hearts of 
the World” opens up a field of rich promise 
in this regard. It hints in a striking way 
of the splendid opportunities that wait for 
literary men in the films—yes, and for great 
actors. 

Hitherto picture plays have been sheer 
melodrama in that they dealt with types 
rather than characters. There have been 
very, very good people and very, very bad 
people. As in the old morality plays, there 


has been virtue and vice disguised in various 


personalities. 

“Hearts of the World” shows what oppor- 
tunities there are for real delineations of 
real people. ae 

There is not in all literature a more 
charming character study than that of the 
little street singer in “Hearts of the World” 
the debonair little philosopher who holds 
to the text that if “you can’t get what vou 
want, then want what you can get“ There 
is insoticiance and delicate fascination 


in this little bit of literature that suggests

attributable to the exquisite art of Miss 
Dorothy Gish. No less can be said of the 
sweet wistfulness of the love story.

“Hearts of the World” sets a new ideal 


for motion-pictures as have most of the 


great feature films of the past. Yet it does 
more. It shows a new way; it turns a leaf. 
It shows that hereafter the spectacle is to 
be but a setting; the story is the thing. 

In the first big days of the films, the stage 
managers who had been confined to a sixty- 
foot stage, canvas forests and armies of a 
dozen beery supers went wild when they 
found real forests and huge armies ready 
at hand.

While, indeed, the question of 
peace was apparently being raised 
for the first time at Brest-Litovsk 
by means of concrete and direct ne- 
gotiations, the statesmen of the En- 
tente have already declared sepa- 
rately their ideas and intentions on 
the subject of war aims and the 
means of ending the war. This very 
divergence of views in which the 
statesmen of the various nations 
and in very different situations ex- 
amined the problem of war aims 
had the beneficent effect that all 
honest possibilities of a just peace 
were offered to the enemy’s consid- 
eration. We have heard moderate 
proposals expressed in such meas- 
ured terms that one of them was 
even able to rouse in Italy a feeling 
of anxiety regarding our just expec- 
tations and to engender doubts 
which, I am glad to be able to state 
most formally and definitely, were 
definitely, cordially and entirely dis- 
sipated 


If, then, the desire for peace 
which has been displayed several 
times by the enemy governments 
had been readily determined by sin- 
cere and loyal intentions, it would 
have found the most ample and most 
favorable field for its expression. On 
the contrary, nothing was affirmed 
but the most obstinate, the most ir- 
reconcilable determination to carry 
out the plan previously formed of 
imperialistic domination. As re- 
gards Italy, those reasons of legiti- 
mate and absolute necessity which 
are affirmed in our war aims still 
exist just as they were at the mo- 
ment when deliberately and of our 
own free will we undertook our 
gigantic task. Now, as then, Italy 
wishes for no more war, but that 
does not mean that she desires any 
less the accomplishment of her na- 
tional unity and the security of her 
land and sea frontiers. Only the 
full realization of one and the other 
will assure to Italy her existence as 
a really free and independent state. 

Our war aim is a holy one if any 
ever was. It is a question of wheth- 
er Italy is to exist or not. We 
Italians still have bitter memories of 


what we ourselves have suffered and 


of what our brothers are still suffer- 
ing, and we do not confine ourselves 
merely to following with verbal and 
platonic sympathy the effort of op- 
pressed nationalities which are 
aspiring to freedom. For three years, 
with unheard of sacrifices and by 
the blood of thousands and thou- 
sands of our brothers and children, 
we have been carrying on a war not 
only for the defense of our rights 
and our existence, but also a war 
against a common enemy. 

The Entente cannot now consider 
the events which are taking place 
in the northeastern part of Europe 
except as a de facto situation, which 
will have no connection with right 
or any legal basis until the eventual 
formation of the new states and 
the determination of their frontiers 
and the conditions of their actual 
independence are recognized and 
sanctioned by international agree- 
ment. In fact, complete account had 
already been taken at Versailles of 
the events which have occurred, It 
was considered to be right and pru- 
dent to reckon with the worst hy- 
pothesis, namely, that henceforth 
the western front must rely upon it- 
self and prepare to sustain entirely 
the whole effort of the war. The 
military situation was therefore sub- 
mitted on this ground to detailed 
and complete analysis, with the as- 
sistance of distinguished experts, 


and even of some of the chiefs of 


the armies in the field. 

You will readily understand that 
it is not a question about which one 
can give detailed information. But, 
with all the sense of responsibility 
which I know how to adopt in speak- 
ing before Parliament on such grave 
subjects, I affirm. that the result of 
these investigations regarding the 
military situation of the Untente 
was such as to afford the fullest con- 
fidence which human foresight can 
allow, while on the other hand we 
can, and ought to consider that the 
present situation must continually 
and greatly improve, if only through 
the increase, henceforth daily and 


| constant, of the admirable essistance 


of the military forces of the great 
American republic. The agreements 
reached at Versailles emphasized in 
the happiest manner the necessity 
of a close cohesion of all the forces 
of which we dispose on the western 
front, henceforth really united, to- 
gether with the freedom and respon- 
sibility of the command of each 
front.

Rainbows are made of Who 
would believe that are such 
kingdoms of color in the rain. When 


but a lad in 1876 I saw a midnight | 


rainbow in the north made of moon- 
light and of rain. How many moon- 
light rainbows we may have missed 
at midnight by having our eyes 
closed so often at that untimely 
hour. But it is a sight easily worth 
a whole night's vigil to see. Often 
I am reminded of Thoreau's experi- 
ence in one end of a rainbow’'s 
It were better to let him tell ‘his 
own story. So it runs: “Once it 
chanced that I stood in the very 
abutment of a rainbow’s arch, which 
filled the lower stratum of the at- 
mosphere, tinging the grass and the 
leaves around, and dazzling me as 
if I looked through colored crystals. 
It was a lake of rainbow light, in 
which, for a short while, I lived like 
a dolphin. If it had lasted longer it 
might have tinged my employment 
and my life.” 
Rainbows are painted by the flery 
brushes of the sun on the black 
backgrounds of clouds and storms. 
Most of us must live by turns in 


Clouds and sunshine and rainbows 


and rain. And we do well to remem- 
ber that the rain, though not so col- 
orful, is worth more to growing 
grass and oats and wheat and corn 
than the rainbow. The drizzling 
rain is more useful than the dazzling 
rainbow. We need the rainbow's 


radiance, but we also need the rain. 


If all of life were sunshine, 
Our faces would be fain 
To feel once more upon them 
The cooling plash of rain.” 
The rain is drawn from the vapors 
which are always in the air. It, is 
distilled by the sun, driven by the 
wind and pulled down to the earth 
by gravitation. John C. Van Dyke, 


a nature scientist, has written 
charmingly about the desert. He 
suggests that many rains fall over 


the desert which never reach the 
earth. Why? Because they are ab- 
sorbed by the excessively dry at- 
mosphere which hangs like a great 
sponge over the desert. And I 
have heard the rumbling thunders 
straight overhead when jt seemed 
impossible for the fingers of Nimbus 


to fling a single drop as far down as 


the dust. 

Why does rain fall in drops? It 
used to look to our childish eyes as 
if it came in, long, little streaks 
from the far-away clouds. While we 
could see this end of the little 
stream when it struck the building 
or the grass or the ground, no mat- 
ter how we could see upward we 
never could see the starting places 
of the rain. I think there are two 
things at least which make the fall- 
ing rain look like long drawn out 
drops. It is because the little wet 
Jehus drive so fast toward their 
earthly destination and because 
they are so multitudinous in num- 
ber. The speed and the multi- 
tudinousness of the rain drops make 
them appear to the bewildered eye 
as stretched out little stream. Well, 
that 4 another interesting secret ot 


“Rain on a blossom does not, as & 


rule, add beauty to the bloom. Raid 


on the roses soon gives them a be- 
drabbled appearance, yet the Chero- 
kee rose meets the rain well. It 
does not seem to take on the with- 
ered and woebegone look that 80 


many roses do in the rain. I have 
noticed the white Cherokee sprin- 


kled all over with rain drops, but 
still holding its white face firmly to- 
ward the clouds. The calla lily with 


Its central rod of gold has a leak at 


the base of the bloom where the 
rainwater escapes. But some lilies 
bend in the rain and the water goes 
out from the rim of the cup. 

I had noticed the raindrops cling- 


ing with striking tenacity to the 


bloomless sepals on the jasmine 
vine above my porch. They even 
stood much swinging in the wind 
without letting go. Then I walked 
out in the rain to look a little into 
t curious thing. On examination 
I fqund that the raindrop on my jas- 
mine vine was held to its place by 
the five little sepalated hands, each 
of which clung at a different point 
at the spherical edge of the rain- 
drop. But the pearly raindrops on 
this California day in March hang- 
ing in crystal clusters where the jas- 
mine blooms had been were dia- 
mond points of beauty. There is 
always a reason in the leaf and the 
bloom and the star and the sky, the 
mountains, the prairie, the plains 
and the sea, but our eyes are too im- 
patient, or too slow, or too dull to 
discover the reason. The clover leaf, 
the roses in the rain, the lily cup, 
the jasmine sepals—each, held its 
own sweet and worthwhile secret of 


the rain. 


But I should have spoken about 
the rainy secret of the corn leaf. 
green corn leaf is a work of wonder 
and a thing of beauty. Its long, 
lancelike shape, graceful droop at 
the outer end and its downward re- 
turn to the mother stalk at the base 
adapts it to the falling rain. From 
the tips of the leaves it pours the 
rain on the thirsty loam between the 
corn rows. Then the return section 
of the corn leaf forms a little green 
ditch which takes the rainwater in 
sluices down the stalk and on down 
to the roots.

Dr. John Sumney, the Civil War 
army surgeon who had charge of 
the Northern wounded during 
Early’s raid on Port Royal, in his 
drive towards Washington, in 1865, 
died yesterday of apoplexy while 
visiting a daughter, Mrs. Anne Bur- 
rell of No. 1811. ‘Whitley avenue, 
Hollywood. 

President Lincoln visited 
army hospital during Early’s 1 5 
and Dr. Sumney was fond of telling 
how he warned Lincoln of. the 
danger when the President exposed 
himself needlessly under fire. 

Dr. Sumney had charge of a hos- 
pital at Little Rock later, and was 
Placed in full charge of two other 

army hospitals. He broke 
down several times under the hard 
work, and was compelled to aban- 
don it eight months before Lee's 
surrender. He practiced actively 
until nearly 70 years old, however. 

Although Dr. Sumney was born 
in a small township of Pennsly- 
vania, the residents. of kalb 
county, III., considered him most 
a native, so well was hé known and 
liked during his residence there.

The @bvrary war service of the 
American Library Association, which 
has erecced camp libraries et thir- 
ty-four trainiag camps, will launch 
a drive for more books next Mon- 
Gay. The service has furnished a 
trained library force, which is cir- 


culating books throughout the can- 
tonments by means of branch U- 
braries. The service also supplies 
naval, bases and ships and dispatch 
offices are maintained at all the im- 
portant embarkation. ports. Trans- 
ports are supplied with books for 
use of the men on Voyage. 
Although several hundred thou- 
sand books have been placed in H- 
braries by gift or purchase, more 
books are needed. For this purpose 
a big nation-wide book campaign is 
to be conducted during the week of 
March 18. Every person is invited 
to contribute books from his pri- 
vate collection, or they may be pur- 
chased to be sent to the soldiers 
and sailors.
